‘Last year, in ‘the 
whole country, there were 6,601 
persons killed: nnd 202,169 injured, 
Compared with the figures for 1930, 
these show a.decrense of 614 in the 
number of killed, but an increase 
of 24,224 in the number injured, 
Before the outbreak, of the world 
war in 19{4, an engagement in which 
18 persons were killed and 553 
wounded would. have - ranked ap a 
battle, but this’ is a battle—if’ the 
term may be used—which takes place 
‘every day of the year, and.
